To facilitate Advances out of County Monies 
for the Support of County Gaols and Institu- 
tions in Ireland.

<fc 3H (t 21 & it is expedient to allow Advances to be made 
out of County Monies for the support of County Gaols 
and Institutions in Ireland ; JBdB it tfjfiCefoL'c dEttatteb, by The 
QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 
5 and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, THAT it shall and may be lawful for the Treasurer of 
any County or County of a City or Town in Ireland, and every 
such Treasurer is hereby required, from and out of any funds that 
lo may be in his hands as such Treasurer, or which shall be to his 
credit in the Bank with which he has his Public Account, to 
advance from time to time any sum that may be required for the 
support of any Gaol or other Public Institution for which a Pre- 
sentment has been made at the preceding Assizes, to the extent of 
15 any such Presentment, but no further; and eveiy such Treasurer 
as aforesaid shall within One Month from the passing of this Act , 
and within One Month from the termination of each Assizes to be 
hereafter holden for the County for which he acts, make out and 
transmit to the Chief Remembrancer of Her Majesty’s Exchequer in 
20 Ireland an Estimate of the sums which may be required for the sup- 
port of such Gaol or Institution between that time and the ensuing 
Assizes ; and it shall be lawful for the said Chief Remembrancer, upon 
examining the said Estimate, to direct that so much of any Balance 
that may be then standing to such Treasurer’s credit in such Bank as 
aforesaid as he may deem requisite shall be applicable to the payment 
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of any Drafts that the said Treasurer may have occasion to draw for 
such purpose as aforesaid, and that the residue shall be invested in 
Exchequer Bills pursuant to the provisions of an Act passed in the 
last Session of Parliament, and intituled, “ An Act to provide more 
effectual Means to make Treasurers of Counties and Counties of Cities 5 
in Ireland account for Public Monies, and to secure the same Pro- 
vided always, That nothing herein contained shall extend to affect the 
power now vested in the said Chief Remembrancer to direct any such 
Exchequer Bill or Bills to be sold whenever necessary, and the pro- 
duce applied to County purposes, pursuant to the provisions of the 
said Act. 
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
